No lesson can 
be complete without some worksheets to test the students'comprehension. Homework can be given to reinforce 
understanding of a lesson. We recommend that teachers use their own worksheets for both classwork and 
homework, as only the teacher can guage the level of his/ her students. The children should mainly refer to a 
textbook to complete homework. In fact, students should be encouraged to leave textbooks at home for 
reference work, This reduces the burden on students in more ways than one.

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General Suggestions: 


Create a web chart of your own, linking various ideas and subjects together with the unit. Please do consult 
other subject teachers well in advance so that there is no confusion and misunderstanding. Take support from 
your colleagues. 

Integrate the topic with other subjects like English, Physics and Mathematics. Developing topics thematically 
helps children understand them better. : 

Involve children in a discussion by asking questions which will generate varied answers. This will help them 
think both logically and creatively, and apply this process in problem-solving and analysis. 

Do not give the final answers to the questions but leave it to the children to decide. Suspended judgment is an 
important aspect of developing a scientific temperament. 

Whenever possible, bring an interesting model relevant to the topic, which children can also make, especially at 
the time of introducing a new topic. 

Children in the high school stage (Std. 8 to 10) have tremendous amount of physical energy and it generally 
remains underutilised. Hence whenever possible, take them out of the class, make use of their physical energy 
to some extent (in the form of a game which requires some running etc.) and then bring them back inside the 
classroom. Children will be more attentive thereafter. 


“In any class situation, one can broadly classify children into three groups — the most able, the average and the 
-not so able or weak. Do not pass judgement especially when students are still learning, and have preconcieved 


notions about how difficult the subject is. Always have various strategies to involve children appropriately as 


' per their abilities. This is not an easy task. 


There is no one right or best way to help children learn.
